program. 
Ross S. Cochran of Lisbon, and 
Eddie Fisher of Cadiz have been 
working this week gathering the 
seed pods on several c o u n t y 
farms. 
The three-inch pods contain 
about four dark brown speckled 
seeds about the size of a grain 
of wheat. These pods will be 
dried and shelled at Cadiz and 
sent to the state nursery at 
Zanesville where they will be 
planted this fall. By the spring 
of 1955 they will have grown into 
small trees, about two feet tall, 
ready for transplanting to strip 


mine banks in Columbiana and 
surrounding counties. 
Cochran said black locust is 
a favorite tree strip mine plant­ 
ing because of its rapid growth, 
its economic use—such as 
for 
posts and props, its value in act­ 
ing as a “nurse” crop to pro­ 
tect other hardwoods and its soil- 
building properties. This tree be­ 
longs to the same class of plants 
as clover, soybeans and other ni­ 
trogen-fixing plants. 
“The 
recommended 
mixture 
for bank planting is half black 
locust and half other hardwoods, 
such as tulip, maple or ash,” 
Cochran said. 
Formerly a strip mine bank 
was planted to one species, but 
research by the Central States 
Forestry Experiment Station at 
Athens has shown that a mixture 
of trees is superior to a solid 
one-specie stand.

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Everybody’s An Expert 


It is easy to sympathize with President Ei­ 
senhower in the trouble he is having about too 
many statements on atomic warfare in his of­ 
ficial family. 
It was easy to sympathize with Harry Truman 
on the same problem when he was president. 
Everybody’s an expert on atomic warfare, and 
official “experts” are the worst of all. 
No one knows anything about the atomic war 
that may start some day. There is not only the 
handicap of Communist secrecy but the handi­ 
cap of ignorance. 
Even the experts who are assumed to know 
all there is to know about various details of 
nuclear fission talk at cross purposes when 
they get out of their fields of specialty. 
Moreover, 
government 
officials 
who 
are 
tempted to talk — and love to be coaxed—are 
under the handicap of the “bureaucratic bum­ 
bles.” They bumble darkly about things 
of 
which they know nothing factual and indulge 
in the fatuous official practice of mkaing hush­ 
hush secrets of things which every bright child 
in the streets knows forward and backward. 
Nuclear fission, in the sense of being some­ 
thing in the care of officialdom, is subject to 
the rule that the only people ever thrown off 
the track by official secrecy are taxpayers. 
The foreign enemy always knows everything 
he needs to know, but the old folks at home 
are kept in blinders. 
President Eisenhower may be able to stop 
some of the nonsensical confusion about atomic 
warfare. But he won’t stop all of it, because 
ifs human nature for officials to pop off. 
But pending a higher rate of discipline in the 
ranks of the bureaucratic bunglers, an ordinary 
taxpayer can piece together the shape of one 
salient fact. 
The Russians, who fooled the Germans by 
turning up with tanks, planes and workable 
guns at the outset of World War II, have fooled 
the atomic scientists by turning up with proof 
that they can produce atomic explosions second 
to none. 
Those of us who doubted that U.S. secrecy 
was going to keep the Russians in the dark are 
not surprised by this. If it isn’t spilling a vital 
secret to say so, the people of the United states 
are not as confused as their government seems 
to be.

Enduring Truth

There is a vast experience in 
our relations with Oriental peoples 
and out of it must come the con­ 
clusion that while they dislike be­ 
ing 
governed 
by 
W e s t- 
erners, t h e y 
h a t e being 
c o n t r o l 1- 
ed by any oth­ 
er O r i e ntal 
p e o p I e. On 
J u n e 29, I 
wrote in t h i s 
column: 
“F r o m my 
l o n g experi­ 
ence with Asiatic peoples, I can 
only 
see 
massacres, 
assassina­ 
tions and terror in the future. The 
Koreans will no more submit to 
the presence of Hindus in t h e i r 
country than they submitted to the 
Japanese and to Chinese Commu­ 
nists. They even opposed a For­ 
mosan participating army. 
“The Americans were not re­ 
sisted because the Koreans knew, 
as all Asiatics do. that Americans 
always go home. They are not em- 
pire-builders and they have no de­ 
sire to occupy the lands of other 
peoples. 
“That has never been the his­ 
tory of the Chinese or the Hindus, 
who have in their history occu­ 
pied areas imperialistically. China 
held Korea in suzerainty for 300 
years; 'Japan annexed Korea.” 


THIS JUDGMENT has unfor­ 
tunately turned out to be correct. 
I cite my own words not to adver­ 
tise my wisdom, small as it is, but 
to indicate that any student of the 
orient should 
have 
known 
that 
sending Indian troops to K o r e a 
would lead to trouble. 
The British used Sikhs to police 
the Chinese in their international 
settlements and when Sikh police 
shot down 
Chinese 
workers 
in 
Shanghai on May 30, 1925, it pro­ 
duced an anti - British boycott 
that eventually led to revolution. 
Indians are temperamentally un­ 
suited to be neutral about any­ 
thing. They are a volatile, excit­ 
able, almost an hysterical people, 
perhaps because they were so long 
in subjection. 
While 
they 
speak vehemently 
about 
their 
independence, 
they 
have known little of it throughout 
their history. Layer upon layer of 
conquerors has held the original 
Dravidian race in subjection. 
The caste system has been at­ 
tributed by 
some historians to 
these 
numerous 
conquests, 
of 
which the British was the last. 


THERE IS NO period in Indian 
history, and this includes Pakis­ 
tan, when these people have known 
freedom, as we understand the 
term. 
As early as 3,000 years ago, the 
northern mountains began to pour 
population down into the valleys 


and rich plains of India, the Ary­ 
ans coming first, probably f r o m 
what is now Iran. 
It was out of this Aryan civil- 
iation that the caste system de­ 
veloped, their population being di­ 
vided 
ino 
Brahman, 
Kshatriya, 
Vaisya, and Sudra, the last being 
slaves because of their black color. 
On account of these conquests 
i and the varieties of ethnic groups, 
India recognizes 147 distinct lan­ 
guages under nine differentiated 
families of tongues. 


THE PERSIANS under Darius 
I, the polyglot armies of Alexan­ 
der the Great, the Syrians, t h e 
Bactrians, the Yueh - Chih (prob­ 
ably Scythians), the Partisans, the 
White Huns (Hephhalites), Arabs, 
Mongols, m o r e recent Persians, 
Chinese, British, French, Portu­ 
guese either invaded or conquered 
some parts of India. (What is here 
said of India includes the n e w 
country, Pakistan.) 
These, then, are numerous races 
and combinations of races w i t h 
long histories of oppression and 
hatred and internal and external 
•wars. 
They are insecure peoples w h o 
know nothing good about stran­ 
gers and who have a long tradi­ 
tion of being either conquerors or 
of being conquered. 
The psychological effect of such 
a history upon the people is to 
fluctuate between cringing before 
power or becoming bullies when in 
power. 


IN THE KOREAN episode, the 
Indians have displayed both char­ 
acteristics: unable to be neutral 
because of their insecurity, t h e y 
cringe before the Russian power 
that lies on their north and they 
bully the Koreans, who are too 
weak to fight back although they 
threaten to. 
The Soviet world touches India 
and Pakistan at many points. In 
the northwest, it borders on Af­ 
ghanistan, which is an unknown 
quantity and through which the 
Russians could pass without much 
difficulty. 
The famous Khyber Pass that, 
when the British held it, protected 
India from the north is no longer 
defensible. Tibet and the Sinkiang 
province of China (Turkestan) run 
a long frontier with India, Pakis­ 
tan, Nepal, Bhutan, and Assam, 
making the north of India and both 
parts of Pakistan readily conquer­ 
able. 
On both sides of the border are 
kindred peoples, many of whom 
are Communists. 
Many of these races dislike the 
Indians and would welcome a rev­ 
olution which would free them. 
Nehru lives in fear of this and 
therefore placates Russia. B u t 
does that justify bullying Korea?

' Little is being said and less is being heard 
about an action which could have explosive 
effect on American security. 
All that has been said is a terse announce­ 
ment by the British colonial office that it has 
dispatched warships 
and troops to British 
Guiana on the north coastline of South America 
to deal with the threat of a Communist-dominat­ 
ed state. British Guiana is a crown colony. 
Its small population — approximately half a 
million — does not reflect its importance. It is 
a prime source of bauxite, the ore from which

is 
extracted. 
If its 
Communist 
party, organized chiefly by its prime minister 
and his American-born wife, attempts to seize 
the government, warns the British announce­ 
ment, there will be bloodshed. 
There will be tremendous complications, too. 
There will be military action in the new world 
by an old-world power. There will be a fanning 
of the flames of revolt against colonialism in 
the new world. There will be the question in 
this hemisphere that is going unanswered in 
Asia: Should the United States incur the enmity 
of nationalists in revolt against imperialists? 
The Communist conspiracy is not confined 
to attempts to seize governments at safe dis­ 
tances from the United States. The conspira­ 
tors would score a dramatic triumph if they 
could seize one in the western hemisphere. 
British Guiana will be worth watching. It is 
about to be revealed how the British colonial 
office handles a problem no one else has been 
able to solve.

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Soldier Faces 
life Sentence 


Found Guilty Of 
Murder At Zanesville 


ZANESVILLE, Ohio UR - A 26- 
year-old soldier, who escaped from 
an Army stockade and killed a 
motorist with whom he hitched a 
ride, today faced a life sentence in 
Ohio Penitentiary. 
Harold St. John of Dorchester, 
Mass., was found guilty yesterday 
of second-degree murder in the 
slaying of Joseph W. Harding, as­ 
sistant state industrial relations di­ 
rector, last Aug. 26. 
A jury found him guilty after 
five hours deliberation. He was 
sentenced immediately by Com­ 
mon 
Pleas Judge Clarence J. 
Crossland. 
Asked if he had anything to say 
before sentence was pronounced, 
St. John told Judge Crossland, 
“No, sir, except that what I said 
was true.” 
He had testified the shooting was 
accidental. He said the 53-year- 
old Harding had made improper 
advances to him after picking him 
up on the outskirts of Columbus. 
St. John said he drew a pistol 
after Harding made the advances, 
but that Harding grabbed the gun 
from him. St. John said he drew 
a second gun and in the ensuing 
struggle St. John himself was 
wounded in the knee and Harding 
was shot twice.

When the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association was launched 
here 40 years ago it was unthink­ 
able that girls and women should 
participate in the organization’s 
activities. 
But today the *Y* offers a bal­ 
anced physical education pro­ 
gram for girls and women in ad­ 
dition to that for boys and men. 
In the picture above a Business 
Women’s Class is shown going 
through calisthenics. There are 
three grade school classes, one 
high school class and the busi­ 
ness women’s class for girls and 
women weekly. 
YMCA activities are diversi­ 
fied, all pointing toward the 
threefold development of the in­ 
dividual in spirit, body and mind. 


DAY AND NIGHT, the lobby, 
swimming pool, gymnasium and 
club rooms are in constant use. 
One of the most popular of the 
summer activities is the camp at 
Pine Ridge. Last summer near­ 
ly 400 campers and leaders par­ 
ticipated in one or more sessions, 
with 
more 
than 7,500 
meals 
served during the seven camp­ 
ing sessions. 
Then there are the Hi-Y clubs, 
which meet regularly at t h e 
“Y”. Youths from all religious 
faiths take part in these organi­ 
zations, which prepare them for 
civic tasks of later years. 
The “Y” physical education ed­ 
ucation department is open every 
day, except Sundays and holi­ 
days. 
The YMCA building accommo­ 
dates not only the members and 
the dormitory residents, but the 
general public as well. People 
of all ages use the lobby, club­ 
rooms, game room and writing 
room free of charge. 
Because of its central location, 
the “Y” is the gathering point 
for many clubs and organiza­ 
tions. During the last year some 
850 meetings, in which some 28,- 
500 individuals participated, were 
held free of charge. 
MANY REGULAR “Y” pro­ 


grams are promoted with th e 
help of the Community Fund. 
They include the learn-to-swim 
schools, life saving instruction, 
physical fitness*tests, leagues in 
basketball, volleyball and soft­ 
ball, toy train races, s c h o o l 
marble t o u r n a m e n t s , tour­ 
naments for girls and boys, Hal­ 
loween parties, overnight hikes 
and bunking parties, coin a n d 
stamp clubs. Without aid from 
the fund, the “Y” would have to 
limit the scope of its activities, 
Carl A. Werner, general secre­ 
tary, points out. 
“No YMCA can be self support­ 
ing if it adheres to the principle 
of working with the youth of the 
community,” Werner declared to­ 
day in stressing the value of the 
Community Fund. “About 43 per 
cent of the YMCA budget is fi­ 
nanced by the fund, while the re­ 
maining 57 per cent is derived 
from membership dues, dormi­ 


tory rentals and other sources. 
Membership rates are kept low 
so as to place them in range of 
any individual. For many w h o 
cannot afford the luxury of a 
private club, the YMCA is the 
answer.” 
The local “Y” is a member of 
the National Association a n d 
while not as old aa some of the 
associations in our area has for 
better than 39 years conducted 
a full program of activities. 
The first YMCA was started in 
June 1844 in London, England, 
by George Williams and ll young 
men all employed in London. The 
movement has grown and ex­ 
panded until today the “Y” Tri­ 
angle is a familiar sight in some 
70 different countries. While the 
East Liverpool association oper­ 
ates as an independent unit, it 
is a member of the National and 
International Association.
